Edmonton Report CHAMPION LIONS 


By Donald F. Smith 
Special Correspondent 


EDMONTON: As local health of-, 
fieials throughout Alberta last 
week were completing the second 
of three doses of poliomyelitis vac¬ 
cine in current tests, Hon. Dr. W. 
W. Cross, minister of health, an¬ 
nounced the government is ready 
to buy 29,000 doses for next year. 

In other words, health officials 
'believe there is sufficient chance 
the Salk vaccine, now being tested 
here and in the U.S., will be ef¬ 
fective to some degree against pol¬ 
io and are - prepared to gamble 
$56,000 on that chance. 

In addition, it will be a means 
of keeping Canada's only source 
of supply, the Connaught Labor¬ 
atory in Toronto, producing the 
vaccine and building up supplies 
for next year unitil its value is 
proved or otherwise. Until now, 
the laboratory has been producing 
only a part of the vaccine and 
shipping it to U.S. centres for com¬ 
pletion. 

American laboratories now are 
prepared to make the portion sup¬ 
plied by Connaught, tissue culture, 
rnd the U.S. no longer will need 
the Toronto shipments. In order to 
have a guaranteed supply of the 
vaccine for next year, Canada de- 
in the Connaught laborat¬ 


ory, which told recent meeting 
of Canadian health officials It is 
prepared to start producing the 
whole vaccine if enough provinces 
will commit themselves to buy 
certain quantities. 

If the provinces wait until the 
vaccine's effectiveness is known 
definitely, the Toronto laboratory 
may have to let staff go and will 
lose time which could be used ac¬ 
cumulating supplies of the vac¬ 
cine. 

There are indications that the 
ptoposal will be viewed favorably 
by most of the provinces. It is 
pointed out that If current tests 
show the vaccine is not effective, 
it will not bo used next year in 
Alberta The provinces which com 
rrrit themselves to purchasing the 
vuccine would have to pay only 
their share for what is actually 
produced by the laboratory if the 
vaccine is proved useless before 
the full quota is reached. 

If it is produced and used next 
year, the Alberta health depart¬ 
ment plans to make the 29.000 
doses available free to local health 
units. 

Of the sev eral thousand children 
participating this year in the tests, 
oniv half are receiving vaccine, [ 
the others getting shots of sterile 
water. The vaccine's effectiveness 
will be checked partially by com¬ 
paring the experience during the 
polio season of those vaccinated 
and those received only water. 

It is indicated that those who 
receive only water this year would 
be the first to receive the vaccine
